The Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. Applicant's argue, on page 4 of 
the response, "Thus, the selected program categories referred to in Naimpally and 
relied upon by the Examiner are selected by the user during subscription initialization as 
a means to limit the amount of data obtained by the electronic program guide." 

The Examiner respectfully disagrees. Naimpally does not select categories, but 
in fact deletes categories that have been selected. The categories must be pre- 
established or defined before they can be deleted. As a result, Applicant's arguments 
are not persuasive. 

The Examiner apologies for the incorrect form paragraph used in the office action 
on page 2. The 102(e) paragraph was used in lieu of 103(a). However, based on the 
quotation provided for 35 U.S.C. 103 (a) and the actual obviousness rejection, it should 
have been clear that claims 39-44 should have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) 
and not 35 U.S.C. 102(e). It is noted that grounds for rejection have not been changed 
as a result of using the incorrect form paragraph. 
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
